Chaos  resulted  because  conven- 
tion rules  permitted  only  four 
candidates  to  be  placed  in  nomi- 
nation, and  a primary  election 
had  - chosen  Robert  -A.  Taft,  Jr!, 
Ohio;  Gov.  William . Scranton, 
Pennsylvania;  Gov.  George  Rom- 
ney, Michigan ; and  Richard  M. 
Nixon,  New  York. 

THE  SOUTH  Carolina  deleg- 
ates first  walked  out  of  the  con- 
vention protesting  the  order  in 
which  nominations  were  to  be 
made.  They  were  accompanied  by 
the  delegates  from  Arkansas, 
Alabama,  Mississippi,  Missouri, 
North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Louisi- 
ana, and  Florida. 

Nominating  speeches  continued 
but  were  interrupted  moments 
later  when  the  Southern  deleg- 
ates returned  to  the  convention 
floor  shouting  “point  of  oi’der!” 

AFTER  DISCUSSION,  Chair- 
man Evan  Goulding  agreed  the 
chair  had  made  an  error.  The 
Southern  delegates  returned  to 
their  seats  and  South  Carolina 
was  permitted  to  nominate  Sen. 
Thurmond  as  the  fourth  candi- 
date. 

This,  however,  made  Gov.  Rom- 
ney the  fifth  and,  under  the 
rules,  unacceptable  candidate. 

The  convention  broke  into 
chaos  again  when  Chairman 
Goulding  called  for  a vote  that 
would  have  suspended  the  rules 
and  permitted  five  nominees.  The 
motion,  however,’  didn’t  pass, 

THEN,  IN  A flurry  of  confus- 
ion, the  New  York  delegation 
withdrew  Mr.  Nixon  from  nomi- 
nation and  threw  its  support  be 
hind  Gov.  Romney. 

Thus  the  convention  ended  with 
four  nominees  and  about  200  con 
fused  delegates.

Lawrence  Out  Of  Race; 
Court  Upholds  ASBYU 


The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  up- 
held the  prior  action  of  President 
Bruce  L.  Olsen  in  refusing  a re- 
quest by  Gary  C.  Lawrence  to 
campaign  in  coming  general  stu- 
dentbody  elections. 

IT  WAS  THE  opinion  of  the 
Court  that  if  Lawrence  were  .al- 
lowed to  run,  the  Constiutional 
qualifications  and  tenure  would 
have  to  be  revised. 

In  bringing  the  case  before  the 
Court,  Lawrence  appealed  the 
right  to  campaign  in  the  spring 
elections  even  though  he  would 
be  touring  with  the  BYU  Pro- 
gram  Bureau  in  Europe  at  the 
time. 

HIS  ARGUMENTS  were  based 
on  the  meaning  of  “assumption 
of  office”  and  the  definitions  “of 
an  ASBYU  student.”  He  produc- 
ed letters  from  members  of  the 
Administration  which  indicated 
that  he  would  be  an  official  re- 
presentative of  BYU. 


In  the  official  opinion  of  the 
court  “since  Lawrence  is  vying 
for  a studentbody  office  created, 
not  by  the  BYU  Administration, 
but  solely  by  the  ASBYU  Con- 
stitution, the  Administration’s 
designation  of  him  as  a student 
has  no  bearing  on  the  case.”' 

Defending  the  ASBYU  was  At- 
torney-General David  C.  Hoopes, 
who  had  previously  interpreted 
the  Constitution  as  denying  Law- 
rence the  right  to  run.

Bomb  Score 
Evacuates 
1 1 a.m.Class

A bomb  hoax  in  the  McKay 
Bldg.,  W edn  esday  interupted 
classes  for  30  minutes  at  11  a.m. 
while  BYU  Security  officers  eva- 
cuated the  building  as  a precau- 
tionary measure. 

THE  EMERGENCY  began  at 
8:30  a.m.  when  Security  received 
a call  from  a male  voice  warning 
of  a bomb  placed  in  the  Mckay 
Bldg. . 

The  bailer  said,  “I  have  planted 
a bomb  in  the  McKay  Bldg.  It  is 
set  to  go  off  at  11:15. 

AN  HOUR  LATER  at  9:30  a.m., 
a second  caller  asked  to  speak  to 
Capt.  Swen  Nielsen.  It  was  not 
possible  to  determine  whether  it 
was  the  same  voice  as  the  first. 

The  caller  told  Security:  “I 
know  this  fellow.  He  actually  did 
obtain  two'  pounds  of  TNT  a 
couple  of  days  ago.  You’d  better 
evacuate  the  building.  I hate  the 
Church  and  I hate  the  Mormons. 

THE  DOORS  TO  the  vacated 
building  remained  locked  until 
11:25  a.m.  when  students  and  fac- 
ulty members  again  we  permitt- 
ed to  enter.  All  areas  were  search- 
ed in  >the  building  prior  to  the 
evacuation. 

“A  false  alarm  is  not  a joke,” 
stated  Capt.  Nielsen  about  Wed- 
nesday’s bomb  scare. 

A person  -willfully  using  the 
telephone  or  telegraph  to  give 
false  messages  with  an  intent  to 
mislead  or  misrepresent  a situa- 
tion is  committing  a state  crime 
punishable  up  to  five  years  in  the 
state  prison,  or  a fine  of  $1,000, 
or  both. 

THIS  HAS  been  the  second 
bomb  scare  on  campus  in  less 
than  a year.  The  first  occurred 
April  21,  1964,  when  3,000  stu- 
dents in  the  Clark  Library  were 
forced  to  evacuate  the  building 
after  an  anonymous  caller  told 
a BYU  operator  “there  is  a bomb 
in  the  library.” 

The  library  remained  locked  be- 
tween 11:30  a.m.  and  7:30  the 
next  morning.

part  of  campus  life. 

“The  greatest  sins  are  neither  the  most  spectacular  nor 
the  most  fun.  Dishonesty  operates  under  cover  and  bears  no 
necessary  relation  to  pleasure.  Ye,t  no  sin  is  more  destructive 
of  morality.  The  dishonest  person  has  lost  his  integrity. 
And  when  this  is  lost,  all  is  lost.  Integrity  is  an  ingredient 
of  all  morality,  a fiber  woven  into  every  virtue;  without  it, 
everv  virtue  becomes  a form  of  hypocrisy. 

The  Dean  of  Boston  University’s  Marsh  Chapel  said 
recently  in  a sermon  that  studies  suggest  that  40  to  80  per 
cent  of  college  students  cheat — some  more  and  some  less. 
They  cheat,  said  the  Reverend  Robert  H.  Hamill,  to  outwit 
the  professor,  to  beat  the  system  (when  grades  count  too 
much),  and  to  please  overly  ambitious  parents. 

But  even  more  significant  is  Dean  Hamill’s  assertion 
that  college  students  also  regard  cheating  in  school  as  a good 
preparation  for  the  kind  of  society  they  will  soon  enter  to 
compete  for  success.  ‘When  they  see  public  officials  grafting 
from  public  funds,  citizens  cheating  on  income  taxes,  loose 
law  enforcement  . . . students  conclude  they  must  train 
themselves  for  sophisticated  skullduggery  in  the  future, 
and  the  campus  seems  a good  place  to  practice.’ 

On  or  off  campus,  dishonesty  ought  to  be  recognized  for 
what  it  is;  moral  suicide,  a disintegration  of  the  moral  self. 
The  dishonest  person  is  morally  fractured.  He  is  double- 
minded.  He  has  lost  his  integrity,  his  wholeness,  for  dis- 
honesty is  by  definition  the  deceptive  act  in  which  one  at- 
tempts to  appear  to  be  what  he  is  not.  And  the  conscious 
attempt  to  appear  to  be  what  one  is  not  is  hypocrisy.  It  is 
often  said  that  you  cannot  trust  a Communist.  But  neither 
can  you  trust  a dishonest  American.  If  40  to  80  per  cent  of 
the  future  leaders  of  America  practice  cheating  on  our  cam- 
puses and  adopt  it  as  a means  of  getting  ahead  in  life,  we 
will  soon  have  to  find  a better  argument  against  the  com- 
munist.”

“Die  Halte,”  a valuable  paint- 
ing of  the  Dutch  baroque  period 
by  Philips  Wouvermans,  has  been 
added  to  the  BYU  collection  by 
an  anonymous  donor,  according 
to  Dean  Conan  E.  Mathews  of 
the  Fine  Arts  Dept. 

The  picture  has  been  placed  in 
the  recent  acquisitions  section  of 
the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center  Gal- 1 
lory.  r 

The  artist,  a contemporary  of 
Rembrandt,  Hals  and  Vermeer, 
lived  between  1619  • and  1668. 
There  is  no  date  on  the  picture. 

Included  in  the  picture,  which 
portrays  a traveling  party-  of 
noblemen  at  a rest  stop,  is  one 
of  Wouvermans’  famed  pearl 
white  horses. 

According  to  Wesley  Burnside,  | 
member  of  the  BYU  art  faculty, 
Wouvermans  is  classified  in  the 
area  of  “Protestant  Art”  because 
of  his  emphasis  on  the  everyday 
life  of  the  people  rather  than 
the  religious  art  o£  the  Roman 
church. 

The  painting  is  significant  be- 
cause it  represents  this  school  of 
Dutch  realism,  although  it  is  not 
in  the  class  of  “genre”  (common 
folk)  art  usually  associated  with 
the  Flemish  painter  Peter  Brue- 
ghel. 

From  the  Flemish  school  BYU 


also  possesses  a large  and  ex- 
tremely valuable  painting  by  Pe- 
ter Paul  Rubens,  “The  Feast  of 
Herod.”

In  Brussels,  there  was  no  com- 
ment sfrom  either  Adoula  or  the 
Belgian  Foreign  Ministry.  But  in- 
formed sources  said  Adoula,  who 
has  called  for  negotiations  with 
the  Communist-backed  rebels  and 
suggested  that  a coalition  replace 
Tshombe’s  regime,  had  a private 
talk  with  Spaak. 

LEOPOLDVILLE  SOU  RCES 
said  they  believed  Tshombe  had 
deeper  reasons  than  he  men- 
tioned for  calling  off  the  trip 
to  Brussels.  As  they  sketched  the 
picture: 

Spaak  apparently  was  prepar- 
ing to  talk  sharply  with  Tshombe 
about  a Belgian-Congolese  fin- 
ancial dispute  that  has  simmered 
4h  years. 

Belgian  business  interests  are 
pressing  their  government  for 
modification  of  a Tshombe  decree, 
countersigned  by  President  Jose- 
ph Kasavubu,  which  cancelled  the 
right  of  three  Belgian-chartered 
companies  to  grant  mining  and 
other  land  concessions.

Athlete’s  Brain  Greatest 


When  you  ski  down  a slope  or 
learn  how  to  duel,  you  set  off  a 
more  fantastic  chain  of  events 
than  you  ever  imagined. 

This  “triggering”  process  is  a 
thousand  times  more  complicated 
than  the  most  intricate  electronic 
device,  and  works  automatically 
at  speeds  of  more  than  250  mph. 

You  may  be  awed  to  hear  that 
a computer  can  predict  an  astro- 
naut’s path  hours  in  advance — 
until  you  realize  that  your  brain 
• — the  “General  Headquarters”  of 
your  sensations,  perceptions,  and 
experiences — achieves  an  equally 
elaborate  calculation  each  time 
you  bend  down  to  pick  something 
up  or  push  off  on  a pair  of  skis.

ing  about  “it  all.”  A computer 
big  enough  to  handle  this  num- 
ber of  interconnections  would 
have  to  be  big  enough  to  cover 
the  earth. 

BELIEVE  IT  OR  not,  when  you 
do  something  as  relatively  -sim- 
ple as  enjoying  the  magnificent 
winter  countryside,  as  you  ski 
briskly  along,  your  nervous  sy- 
stem is  transmitting  about  100 
million  sensations  a second  from 
your  various  senses.

The 
skis  become  extensions  of  your- 
self— just  as  your  legs  are  exten- 
sions of  yourself. 

IF  YOU  LEARN  HOW  to  duel, 
you’ll  find  that  after  practice  the 
foil  will  also  become  an  extension 
of  yourself.  You’ll  be  able  to  de- 
fend yourself  and  attack  your 
opposition  almost  instinctively. 
How  expert  you  become  in  the 
sport  all  depends  upon  your  phy- 
sical gifts—  agility,  reflexes,  sta- 
mina, size — and  how  successfully 
you  are  able  to  integrate  the  re- 
quired fencing  movements  and 
handling  of  the  foil  into  your  na- 
tural facilities  for  activity. 

Once  again,  the  total  experi- 
ence or  feeling  for  fencing — as 
in  the  cases  of  skiing  or  handling 
a sports  car — will  be  dominant.
